direct payments to farmers, 
if 
those prices failed to give farmers 
a pre-determlned fair return. 
Gore, in his prepared address to 
the federation's 31st annual meet- 
ing, said criticism of existing farm 
jrice support programs and high 
:ood prices stemmed from "misin- 
formation and m i s u n d e r stand- 
ing, some of it deliberately fostered 
by people in the U. S^ department 
of agriculture 
who berate con- 
gress for not accepting the Bran- 
ndn plan." 
"You and I know this to bo an un- 
wise and misinformed 
attitude," 
Gore said, "but we had best recog- 
nize first it is all too 'widely held; 
secondly, that it has been deliber- 
ately fostered and encouraged by 
certain people in the U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture, and thirdly, 
that it: is dangerous to the farmer, 
to a sound farm program, 
and 
hence to the national economy." 
Gore told the federation tha! 
farm prices have advanced because 
the things the farmer must buy 
to maintain an American, standard, 
of living -have increased greatly in' 
both number and peace.

Mexico Uncovers 
Communist Plot 
for Revolution 


Mexico City, Dec. 14 —(UP)— 
Dcuments discovered in :thc home 
of a Red laborer leader set 1950 
as the 
date

communist 
Mexican Revolution, 
government 
authorities announced today. 
Federal District Attorney Gen- 
eral' Carlos Franco Sodi said 
de- 
ails of a "seditious movement to 
mpose a communist regime on the 
republic" were discovered among 
3,000 documents taken 
from 
the 
Mexico City residence of Valentin 
Campa, railway union official. 
Campa was arrested last'month 


after- spending a year in hiding. 
He is being held in a federal pent-, 
tcntary on charges of fradulent- 
iy using railway union funds for 
communist propaganda. 
Sodi said the government 
had 


proof that Campa had 
been 
a 
member of the communist interna- 
tional since 1926 and was a high 
official in the Mexican "politburo" 
which goes under the name of a 
left-wing labor group the Unified 
Socialist association. 
The . c o m m u n i s t directors 
planned simultaneous 
demonstra- 


tions throughout Mexico in 1950, 
using as a pretext the high cost 
of living." Sodi said;

racter of the IGth amendment to 
the constitution, the income 
tax

1909 It was finally ratified in 191.1. 
Only 
three 
states. Connecticut, 


Rhode Island and Utah, had 
re- 


jected it outright. 


So it was initiated 40 years ago, 


which means that the 
youngesl 


citizens of that day-are now .01 
and therefore, obviously, a 
tiny 
minority of t o d a y ' s electorate 
Also, those among us who were 
qualified by age to vote when it 
became law • four years later are 
relatively few. So the overwhelm- 
ing, majority 
of today's 
voters 
were born into the slavery of the 
income tax amendment and never 
heard its merits debated and its 
enormities exposed. The potential 
of slavery is lightly concealed in 
the lack of a limitation 
on 
the 
power of congress1 to seize all the 
income of all the people and 
in- 
dustry. That power 
is unlimited 


and absolute. 


The IGth amendment 
reversed 


the relative positions of the Amer- 
ican citizen and his government. 
Until 1913 the citizen had 
been 
master of the state. 
Since- 1913 
congress has been master of the 
people. The instant that final rati- 
fication of the 10th Was proclaimed 
by the secretary of state, the peo- 
ple surrendered 
their 
authority 
over the government. They 
- then 
started on the rocky road back to
